(io  into  the  fields  in  l-'ehruary.  <,Mllier  the  d<-ad  penny- 
royal that  has  sloo<l  thronj^h  the  rains  ami  snows  of  ;i 
lonj,^  winter,  and  yon  will  tind  in  its  dry  stems  and 
shriveled  leaves  the  same  j,a"icions  scent  the  j^n'en  plant 
has  in  June.  A  rose  of  last  ()cto!)er  is  a  poor  deflowered 
thinu:;  hut  turn  to  the  ice-homnl  ''arden-walks  where, 
a  month  before,  the  chrysanthemum  stood  in  autumn 
splendor.  The  heautifid  acanthus-like  h'aves  and  the 
once  ;,^or<,reons  hlossoms  haui,'  in  hrown  tatters,  hut 
still  Ihey  hold  tlie  perfume  of  lavender  and  camplior, 
nnd  from  autumn  to  sprin;;  the  plant  stands  embalmed

know  tliMt  llu-  llowcrs  ciilird  scentless  luive  their  luMirs 
wlieii  tlie  spirit  of  |icriiinie  visits  tliem  and  lends  llieiii, 
for  i'  l.ricf  season,  the  cliarni  without  which  a  flower  is 
only  half  a  ll..wcr.     I  have  found  the  fra^'rance  of  rijie 
cherries  in   the  wood    of    the  cherry  parted    a   lifetinie 
from  the  parent  tree.     1  Innv  niarvele.l  over  the  alclieiiiy 
that  "ives  l(.  the  hitter  shriveled  fruit  of  th<-  wild  crali- 
apple  tree  a   fra^^rance   as  >weet  as   its  hlossoin.

"That's  it,"  said  Aunt  Jane,  "  Imt  I  ain't  a  bit 
wiser  than  I  was  l)cf<)re.  for  I  novcr  did  find  out  whether 
that  was  the  luiine  i)f  a  man  or  a  woman  or  a  town  or 
a  river  or  what.  1  set  and  hstened,  and  every  now  and 
then  it'd  seem  hke  th(>re  was  soinethor  that  I  could 
understand,  hut  before  I  could  lay  hoid  of  it  here'd 
come  a  lot  o'  big  words  that  I  tiever  Iii-anl  tell  of  bef<»re, 
and, I  declare  to  goodness, my  old  brains  got  tired  tryin' 
to  git  some  sense  out  o'  that  poetry.

shatter  ami  fall  if  the  wind  blew  on  'cm,  and  so  mitural 
yen  could  almost  smell  'em.

The 
things  you  want  and  the  things  you  don't  want;  the 
things  you  complain  alxnit  and  tlu'  things  you  rejoice 
alxmt;  the  things  you  laugh  over  and  the  things  you 
crv  over  —  all  of  'em  workin',  not  against  each  other, 
hut   together,    and    all   workiii'   for   good.      I    ricolku  t 
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licariii'  a  m  riiidii  oiu  c  on  thai  very  |>a»a^^c  o'  S<  rij)tiiic. 
Tlic  prfac'icr  said  lliat  tlial  text  wa>  like  a  sea  without 
a  .sliorc;  its  iiK-aiiiir  was  as  widr  and  as  dctp  as  the 
love  of  (iod,  aiid  it'  we  roidd  only  take  it  in  and  liclicve 
it,  we'd  never  have  any  fears  or  any  niis^ivin's  a^'aiii.

He  beirun  bv  savin' 
tliat  the  kingdom  of  (lod  was  a  kingdom  of  justitv; 
that   every  sin   brought    its   own    punishment  with  it, 
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and  tliero  was  no  rscapin'  it.  II<*  said  (iod  had  fixcil 
tli<'  penalty  for  ovciy  sin  coniiniltcd  hy  every  sinner; 
%ve  eouldu'l  always  tell  what  llie  |)unishnient  would 
l)e,  one  sinner  would  he  jmnished  one  way  and  another 
sinner  another  way,  and  one  would  have  his  punish- 
ment ri^dit  at  once,  and  the  other  nii^dit  not  have  his 
for  a  ;rood  nianv  years,  but  it  was  sure  to  come  at  last. 
He  never  said  a  word  about  the  hlood  of  Christ,  and 
the  only  time  he  lirouj^ht  uji  th(>  X(>w  Testament 
was  when  he  told  about  Christ  sayin'  that  we  had  to 
pay  the  uttermost  farlliint^.
